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| BRITA IN LEADS APPEAL 
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SIDE GLANCES By Galbraith | 


Fourteen’ Nations 
‘Make New Move: 


For Disarmament 


New York, Nov. 6. 

Mr Selwyn Lloyd, Britain’s Minister of ‘State 
for Foreign Affairs, today led a 14-nation appeal to 
the world to intensify disarmament efforts. 

- He was giving notice of a resolution _spon- |: 
sored by 14-countries submitted to the United | 
Nations Political Committee, which also requested 
all members of the organisation to. submit. any 
proposal they had on disarmament to the Dis- 
armament Commission. 

Immediately Mr Llayd had finished his speech, 'M. 
Andrei Vyshinsky of Russia reiterated the Soviet viow 
that the first step towards disarmament must be pro- 
hibition of the manufacture of atomic and hydrogen 


bombs and reduction by a third of the armed forces of 
the major powers. 


Mr Lloyd, who opened the} — 
disarmament debate, said “We 
wero really waiting for the 
conclusicn of on .armistice in 
Korea In the bellef that that 
would’ help to create such a 
climate,” 

Though disarmament :-had to 
be considered In the Nght of 
tinterngticnal tens.on, progress in |, 
reaching ugreement on-disarm- 
ament would in itself contribute 
towards the reduction cf tension. 

Since February, this year, 
tension . had been scmewhat 
reduced, there had been indica- 
tions of improvement ‘jin the 
Intematlonal otmosphere and 
the feeling that another word 
war was imminent had lessened, 


GENERAL WISH 


Mr Lioyd thought the general 
wish throughout the world wus 
{o reduce conventional arm- 
aments und armed forees and 
eliminate altogether the use 
and powcr to . use. atomic, 
bacterial, chemical and -all 
other weapons of mass indis- 
criminate destruction. 

On prohibition of atomic and 
hydrogen weapons unsupported 
by any mcans of enforcement, Mr 
Uloyd said: “If we were to make 
such a declaration, I du not 
believe that In the present cir- 
cumstances the Soviet Union 
would put much falth in it, 


“And if the Sovict Union were 
to make such a declaration, I 
belleve that our reactlon would}: 
be precisely the same.” if 

In preposing the one-third 
cut .in armed forces, the: Soviat 
Union made no mention of any 
kind of verification or cdntrol, 
he udded 

‘Internaticnal conferences. on 
specific ‘subjects were useless 
unless there were concrete pro- 
Posnis to be discussed. 


RUSSIAN PROMISE 


If the burden cf dinarmaments 
could be removed, the cconcmic. 
opportunities before the world 
should be bright, Mr . Lloyd 
said. 

M. Vyshinsky then declared 
that if the United Natlons de- 
clared the producticn.of atomic 
weapons was a crime, Russia 
would abide’ by such a’ decision, 

He sald he was “not only pre- 
pared to guarantee that, but I 
am p-cpared to announce that 
no atcmle weapons will be 
produced -— not even 
thousandth of a millionth of a 
touble will be used for that 
purpose in my country,” 

M. Vyshinsky said: that “such 
h decision by the -Gerieral 
Assembly ‘would not ba. a omerg 
em iece of paper, 
omy piece on those who voted 
for it. 

“Any morally, self-respecting 
state would have to abide by 
it" he sald.
